earnings record has been established 
for the third consecutive year. 

The regular quarterly dividend on 
the common stock was increased to 
the rate of $8 per share per annum 
as of March 12, 1927. On July 5, 
1927, an extra dividend of $2 per 
share was paid. In September, two 
shares of new $25 par value com- 
mon stock were issued in exchange 
for one share of no par value com- 
mon stock previously outstanding. 
As of December 12, 1927, a regular 
quarterly dividend was established 
on the new stock at the rate of $5 
per share per annum. On January 
3, 1928, an extra dividend of $2.50 
per share was paid to stockholders 
of record November 19, 1927. There 
resulted a total declaration of cash 
dividends on the common stock in 
1927 of $134,836,081, which compares 
with a total declaration of cash div- 
idends on the common stock in 1926 
of $103,930,993. 

Notwithstanding the large dis- 
bursements on account of divi- 
dends, there was available for re- 
investment in the business, includ- 
ing the corporation’s proportion

It might 
be here repeated that it is believed 
that this intangible asset has in 
reality a greater earning power 
and more real value, perhaps, than 
all of the tangible property of the 
corporation. It is also believed 
that never before in the history of 
the corporation has there been a 
more favorable attitude on the 
part of the public toward the cor- 
poration’s policies, methods and 
products, and it is hoped that 
through evolution, with the broad- 
er experience and better knowl- 
edge of the problem that comes 
with time, this most valuable asset 
will not only be maintained but 
substantially increased.”

T. LOUIS, March 7.—St. Louis 
automobile dealers have 
cleared their decks for action and 
launched out after some of the 
business which they know can be 
had in the St. Louis territory, 
which extends over into practi- 
cally ali of southern Illinois and 
takes in all of southern Missouri. 

Dealers here say that the recent 
Automobile Dealers  Association’s 
annual show aroused more interest 
in the trade territory than any other 
previous exhibition ahd the sales 
made during that time and those 
that have followed are held as in- 
dications by members of the associa- 
tion of a good business season. 

The Weber Company, distributors 
of the Hupmobile here and in the 
trade territory, started the season 
with a bang, selling three cars at the 
Show before it had been open an 
hour. They have followed up some 
leads obtained during show week 
to a very good advantage, according | 
to E. A. Weber, president of the 
company. 

Not the least to be considered is 
the activity concerning Buicks in 
this territory. F. W. A. Vesper, pres- 
ident of the Vesper-Buick Company, 
distributor, says that sales have 
been really beyond expectation of 
the -company for the past two 
months, considering local industrial 
and economical conditions, and that 
with the coming of spring his com- 
pany expects to do big things in the 
way of selling Buicks. 

The Reo-St, Louis Company, ter- 
ritorial distributor for Reo, has been 
enjoying some good business. Reo- 
St. Louis officials are very opti- 
mistic, as are all other dealers and 
distributors in the territory, and it 
is their unanimous opinion that the 
spring and summer of 1928 will sur- 
pass any other year in the sale and 
distribution of automobiles. 

After being idle for the past sev- 
eral months the Ford plant here is 
now operating again. While a com- 
paratively small force of men is 
employed, it is said that within the 
next few weeks the plant will again 
be working at full blast. 

Working almost night and day, 
the St. Louis Chevrolet plant is 
doing its best to keep ahead of the 
orders that come pouring in. At 
least iwo shifts are kept going, and 
some days three 8-hour shifts are 
put in at the plant. The result is 
that trainloads of Chevrolets are 
leaving St. Louis each week.

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Searching for New Power 


ROM time to time inventors come forward claiming to 
have perfected to a greater or less degree machines that 
will deliver, for the uses of commerce, power derived from 
sources not now available for these purposes. Most of these 
devices are claimed to harness to human uses the forces of 
free electricity that apparently encircle the world. The 
static that we know principally as an annoying interference 
with the enjoyment of radio programs is a form of this free 
electricity. 

Up to this time nothing practical has come from these 
inventions. In some cases they have been proved imten- 
tional fakes, in others the enthusiasm of the inventor has 
run away with his judgment. Such a motor, claimed to 
derive its power from the earth’s free electricity, is just 
now very much in the public eye. As yet no one knows 
exactly how practical this newest offering in the field of 
power generators may be. 

Dr. R. W. Wood, professor of experimental physics at 
Johns Hopkins University, was recently asked about the 
possibilities of such a power plant, and he answered: “A sci- 
entist hesitates to say that anything is impossible. But I 
should say that it is highly improbable.” 

That is the attitude of mind which should be generally 
adopted. Obviously the burden of proof rests on the inventor 
of any machine claiming to utilize a new source of power. 
We must have convincing proof, and we are right in demand- 
ing it. At the same time we must carry an open mind, 
remembering that only a few years ago radio would have 
been considered “improbable,” as in their ages steam power, 
the telegraph, iron ships and other commonplaces of mod- 
ern life were considered “improbable” by even the most 
open-minded men. 

Some day, somehow, some genius may find the 
means of harnessing the free electricity that we now 
know only dimly. Until that time we must keep an open 
mind and a stout refusal to accept anything except 
conclusive proof. But certainly the rewards that will * 
accrue to the fortunate inventor will justify the labors 
of the ancient alchemists. 


This Theory Exploded a Hundred 
Years Ago 


T IS rather surprising to find the secretary of labor of the 

United States pinning responsibility for unemployment, 
at least partially, on improved production machinery which 
has made possible an increased output of goods per worker. 

This manner of argument seemed superficially sound in 
the Manchester days, some seventy or eighty years ago, 
when workers, unable to understand modern developments— 
technical, economic and social—rose against machinery and 
tried to destroy it. 

The average American citizen, whatever be his 
financial standing, knows in his heart and soul that 
machinery is the means whereby he is gradually winning 
to a freer and richer life. Machinery, resulting in 
improved production and distribution, has enabled him 
to live more healthily, to possess a clean, comfortable 
home and a car, to work more like a human and less like 
an animal, and to provide a gradually rising standard of 
living and education for his children. 

True, there is no blessing but is bought at a price. The 
use of the automobile involves risks of traffic accidents. 
Present-day universal use of electricity, too, causes an occa- 
sional shock—light or serious—to whoever handles it care- 





lessly. But the benefits of modern civilization by far out-| 


weigh its detriments.

AGAINST AMERICAN CAR 
IMPORTS DISCOUNTED 


Montreal, March 7.—Canadian 
motor car manufacturers will have 
little cause to concern themselves 
over the proposal that is on foot in 
Europe to combine against the im- 
portation of American cars. That is 
the view expressed by manufactur- 
ers today.

“My impression is that with prices 
as they are today, and if those 
prices can be maintained, it would 
be a mighty difficult thing for even 
a trust to stop the sale of American 
cars in Europe,” said E. P. Clarkson 
of Dodge Brothers, Ltd.
